Patrick Libel Judgment Is Upheld 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Sup rem e Court let stand today 
a 
$300,000 
libel 
judg m en t 
ag ainst a 1966 Rep ublican g ub­ 
ernatorial candidate who ac­ 
cused a p olling org anizatio of 
rig g ing a p re-p rim ary ’ surv ey 
for p ay and p olitical p urp oses. 
In a brief order without com­ 
ment, the Court refused to hear 
an ap p eal by the late William 
Penn Patrick of Tiburon who 
was sued by Merv in D. Field 
and Field Research Corp ., con­ 
ductors of the well-known Cali­ 
fornia Poll. 


Patrick, founder of the Holi­ 
day Mag ic cosm etics firm in 
San Rafael died earlier this 
y ear in the crash of his p riv ate 
p lane in Lake County . 


Justice William O. Doug las 
dissented from today ’s action. 
He said under leading Su­ 
p rem e Court decisions the libel 
aw ard had to be based on the 
“ m alice” with which Patrick 
made the statem ents. 


But he said in his op inion the 
First Amendment to the Consti­ 
tution p rohibits use of civ il libel 
laws to “ imp ose dam ag es for 
the discussion of p ublic affairs 
or criticism of p ublic fig ures.” 
The case orig inated after the 
California Poll of Feb. 15, 1966 
showed that of the GOP p ri­ 
m ary candidates, Ronald Rea­ 
g an was fav ored by 38 p er cent 
of the v oters, Georg e Christo­ 
p her by 35, Patrick by 1 p er 
cent with 22 p er cent undecided.

“ We who liv e in the District 
of Columbia know that electron­ 
ic surv eillance is commonp lace. 
I am indeed morally certain 
that the conference room of this

NASHVILLE. Tenn. (UPI) - 
r ormer Vice President Spiro 
Agnew says he has never cheat­ 
ed on his income tax returns in 
his life and terrific pressure 
from the highest levels of the 
Nixon administration forced 
him to resign, the Nashville 
Banner reported today. 
(Agiiew was to speak to the 
nation this afternoon on televi­ 
sion and radio) 
Agnew granted his first inter­ 
view since his resignation last 
week to Frank Van Der Linden, 
the Banner s Washington bu­ 
reau chief 
The former vice 
president asked not to be quot­ 
ed directly, the Banner said. 
Van Der Linden said Agnew 
told him the government made 
him plead ' no contest" to the 
income tax evasion charge and 
compelled him to give up his 
office as the price for dropping 
all of its bribery, extortion and 
conspiracy charges against him 
and sparing him from prison 
"He flatly refuses to say 
whether or not the President 
persuaded him to leave quietly, 
and thus spare his family and 
the country the agony of a long, 
drawn-out battle which could 
only end m disaster," Van Der 
Dnden wrote. 
Agnew, who says he has nev­ 
er been rich, admits having 
received “thousands of dollars

Douglas Says Johnson's Phone 
Was Tapped During Presidency 


WASHINGTON (LTD - S u ­ 
preme Court Justice William 0. 
Douglas said today Lyndon B 
Johnson told him while he was 
President that Johnson's tele­ 
phone was tapped Douglas also 
said he was “morally certain" 
the high court’s conference 
room has been “bugged.” 
"We live in a regime where 
the dirty business of wiretap 
ping runs rampant.” Douglas 
said, calling the practice “the 
disease which almost every 
newspaper tells us has poisoned 
our body politic ” 
Dissenting in the high court s 
denial of bail to a woman who 
claimed that questions put to 
her by a grand jury were the 
product of illegal surveillance, 
Douglas said 
“We who live m the Distnct 
of Columbia know that electron 
ic surveillance is commonplace 
I am indeed morally certain 
that the conference room of this 
court has been 'bugged'; and 
President Johnson dunng his 
term in the White House assert­ 
ed to me that even his phone 
was tapped ” 
Douglas did not elaborate on 
either instance 
But he noted 
the Justice Department did not 
deny bugging the attorneys of 


the woman, Marguente Anne 
Heutsche, who was arrested by 
the FBI in connection with re­ 
moval of matenals from a Se­ 
lective Service office Douglas 
declared 
“The conversation of ones 
lawyer over the telephone may 
be as helpful to Big Brother as 
the conversation of the accused 
herself 
“In this Orwellian era ... we 
deal with a disease that has 
permeated our society .”

NEW YORK (UPI) -T h e 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) yesterday called for the 
impeachment of President Nix­ 
on. citing the resignation of 
Spiro T. Agnew as evidence 
that “ the country can withstand 
the impeachment of the Presi­ 
dent.” 


In a full page advertisement 
in Sunday’s editions of The New 
York Times, the ACLU said: 
“ Richard Nixon has left us in 
no doubt. He means to function 
above the law. If he is allowed 
to continue, then the destruc­ 
tion of the Bill of Rights could 
follow. If, after all the Water­ 
gate revelations, we allow him 
to continue, we are accomplices 
to that destruction ” 


The group listed nine exam­ 
ples of what it said were execu­ 
tive actions done without sanc­ 
tion of law, ranging from the 
bombing of Cambodia to White 
House-authorized 
wiretapping 
and burglary in the Watergate 
affair. 


The ACLU, which announced 
its impeachment drive Oct. 4, 
said the proceedings are neces­ 
sary “ to preserve and protect 
our system of individual rights 
under the law. to restore the 
integrity of the Bill of Rights 
for us and our children, and to 
make the lesson clear to all 
future presidents in whose 
hands we place our lives.” 
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Typhoon Warning 
MANILA (UPI) - The 85- 
mile-per-hour winds of Typhoon 
Ruth swirled toward land to­ 
day, threatening the Manila 
area and its 4.5 million resi­ 
dents. 


The weather bureau issued 
severe storm warnings in Ma­ 
nila, its suburbs and five sur­ 
rounding provinces.

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - A

Flu Warning 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A new 
influenza virus against which 
most persons have no natural 
immunity could cause an influ­ 
enza outbreak in this country 
this winter reminiscent of the 
Hong Kong flu epidemic of 1968- 
69. 
Dr. Robert Rubin, an epide­ 
miologist at the National Center 
for Disease Control, said the 
new Qu virus, known as the B- 
Hong Kong-5-72 strain, already 
has made widespread attacks 
in J apan. 
The strain, or ones similar to 
it, also have been identified in 
Australia. England and Germa­ 
ny. 


Dangerous Toys 
WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
government has launched a 
campaign to get dangerous toys 
off the shelves between now 
and Christmas. 
The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission said yesterday that 
special toy safety coordinators 
in each of its regional offices 
will conduct publicity and edu­ 
cational campaigns against toy 
hazards. Volunteers will visit 
retail stores to make sure none 
of the 1,500 toys already banned 
by the government are being 
sold. 
The commission said the na­ 
tionwide inspection began Oct. 
1 and will continue through the 
Christmas season, the three- 
month period in which 70 to 80 
per cent of all toys are sold 
each year in the United States.

CAIRO (UPD - I t might be 
considered dangerous to be 
American and J ewish m this 
Arab capital at war. Eli Fein- 
berg is both, and has just spent 
a week here having what he 
calls “ the time of my life,” 
surrounded by potential ene­ 
mies of his lath and kin. 
“ You know. I have never 
been so deeply moved,” Fein- 
berg said. “ Yom Kippur came. 
The Middle East fighting had 
started 
“ But the Egyptian manager 
of the hotel still found me a 
driver and I attended services 
at Cairo's largest synagogue. I 
shall never forget it. It was a 
supreme moment.” 
Feinberg, of Los Angeles, 
was one of several thousand 
tourists caught in Egypt by the 
outbreak of war and gradually 
being bussed to Alexandria and 
Benghazi; Libya, for flights to 
Europe. 
“ Make no mistake.” Fein­ 
berg said as he prepared to 
board a government bus, “ I 
have very strong ties with Is­ 
rael. In fact we—a party of 32 
Americans— were due to vist 
there after here. 
“ You might also say it was 
propaganda for my sake. But 
when the president of the J ew­ 
ish synagogue told me that 
President Anwar Sadat had 
sent a special representative to 
wish the local J ews well, I 
believe it was sincere.” 
Feinberg is among the major­ 
ity of tourists in Cairo who 
were at first suprised then de­ 
lighted by the reception they 
received from the Egyptians, 
even when the fighting reached 
its fiercest pitch “ Being Ameri­ 
cans, we were natural targets.” 
said Lyah Lundquist of Rolling 
Hills, Calif. “ Or so I thought at 
first. But I have been having a 
ball. I am not uptight. I am not 
afraid. The war is a terrible 
thing but it has given me a very 
special experience I will never 
forget.”

NEW YORK (UPD -M ore 
than 30,000 pro-Israeli demon- 
stratrators dashed briefly with 
a handful of pro-Arab support­ 
ers yesterday In a rock-and- 
bottle exchange, but police on 
horseback drove the Arab 
protesters into a subway station 
and ended the violence. 
In other parts of the nation, 
fund drives to help Israel in the 
Middle East war reported rais­ 
ing millions of dollars, and five 
volunteers left Philadelphia for 
Tel Aviv to help in the war 
effort. 
Israeli supporters massed in 
New York’s City Hall Park to 
bear speakers, including Israeli 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
and several celebrities, and to 
chant slogans urging a quick 
victory of Israel's war with the 
Arabs.

sources said today. 
The sources said instead, the 
Aabs will probably follow Saudi 
Arabia's game plan and freeze 
their oil output at present levels 
if Western countries, with the 
United States at the top of the 
list, continue their support of 
Israel. 
Delegates from 11 Persian 
Gulf and North African oil pro­ 
ducing states are scheduled to 
meet in Kuwait Wednesday “ to 
discuss the role of oil in the 
Arab-Israeli war,” Kuwait an­ 
nounced. The meeting original­ 
ly was set for tomorrow but 
was postponed one day.

Presidential 
Field Is Open 


WASHINGTON (UPD -The 
nomination of House Republi­ 
can leader Gerald R. Ford to be 
vice president will “ preserve a 
very open field” for the 1976 
GOP presidential nomination, 
says party chairman George 
Bush.

lack faith was fo o lish in a wo rld 
in which o p p o rtu nity abo u nded. 
Cau tio n, co mfo rtable habits,

O v er and o v er A m ericans 
learned the necessity fo r taking

And as the 20th 
C entury ap p ro ach es its last 
quarter, the American experi­ 
ence can still have meaning in 
every part of the globe; for 
eyeryw here men and women 
still struggle either to preserve 
the liberty and plenty they have 
already gained or else to reach 
wistfully toward those prizes.

m ean that everyone had an 
equal chance to attain riches, 
but an increasing percentage 
found their work rew arded by 
im provem ent in their social po­ 
sition 
The consciousness that 
careers of every sort were open 
to all gave meaning to the 
restless strivings of people in 
motion A future of expanding 
horizons made room for all. 
At a time when competitive 
tensions tem pt some to reach 
for privileged quotas, it is im ­ 
portant to recall the extent to 
which equality of opportunity 
gave Americans a stake in the 
liberties of their country. 
From time to time, the deli­ 
cate balance tipped either to­ 
ward a self-centered individual­ 
ism disregardful of the welfare 
of others, or toward a zealous 
e v a n g e lis m d e te r m in e d to 
m ake saints of all w hether they 
wished it or not 
But in the 
pa^t, at least, the willingness to 
bet on progress restored the 
balance between individuality 
and connectedness, between the 
claim s of one and the rights of 
all, before too much dam age 
was done 
The disposition to look ahead 
also im parted a balance to the 
A m erican 
u n d erstan d in g of 
freedom 
Self-reliance was a 
virtue and each person could 
seek his own 
goal 
But the 
frontier, no less than the indus­ 
trial environm ent, taught also 
the necessity for cooperation. 
The individual, 
alone in the 
w ildnem ess or the city, was 
weak and vulnerable — scarce­ 
ly free 
The governm ent that protect­ 
ed him increased his power and 
therefore, up to a point, in­ 
creased his freedom 
Much in the political history 
of the United States was an 
experim ent to discover where 
that point lay. The state had to 
act, but only by the consent of 
those it governed and only in 
the 
interest of their general 
w elfare; and large areas of life 
— religion, for instance — were 
outside its competence 
C o n stitu tio n al 
a g re e m en ts 
and the tracts of political theor 
ists supplied the words to de 
senbe the arrangem ents that 
preserved the balance But ex­ 
perience supplied the practical 
understanding that usually ena 
bled Americans to make those 
arrangem ents There were dis 
mal failures, as well as heart 
ening successes. But a world 
still prone to violence and irra­ 
tionality, a world which veers 
from the verge of anarchy tc

dictatorship, 
can profit 
from rem inders of the relev 
ance of that A m encan expen 
ence.

States “ becau se o f Hitler” in 
19 3 5 while p erfo rmin g with a 
Eu ro p ean ballet co mp an y . 
She first filed fo r n atu raliza­ 
tio n p ap ers in 19 42. Bu t within 
three weeks o f her filin g Wo rld 
War II bro ke o u t an d she be­ 
came an en emy alien . So her 
p ap ers were withheld. 
Du rin g the war, Mrs. Bailey 
was an activ e camp aig n er fo r 
n atio n al health in su ran ce an d 
civ il rig hts. “ 1 was a min o rity 
in German y half Jewish — so I 
hav e a stro n g feelin g fo r min o r­ 
ities," she said. 
Mrs. Bailey almo st lo st the 
rig ht to U.S. citizen ship be­ 
cau se o f her activ ities with civ il 
rig hts o rg an izatio n s Du rin g the 
Jo sep h McCarthy era o f the 
early 19 50s, she retu rn ed fro m 
a trip to Paris an d was u n able 
to reen ter the co u n try . In stead, 
she was detain ed o n Ellis Is­ 
lan d fo r sev en mo n ths becau se 
a g ro u p she had been wo rkin g 
with had been p laced o n the 
Atto rn ey Gen eral’s su bv ersiv e 
list. 
Mrs. Bailey then retu rn ed to 
Eu ro p e. Where she m arried 
William Bailey , a San Fran cis­ 
co lo n g sho reman . 


“I alway s in ten ted to co me 
back to the Un ited States,” said 
Mrs Bailey , the dau g hter o f a 
n u clear p hy sicist an d p ro fesso r 
at the Un iv ersity o f Leip zig . I 
belo n g ed here. ” 
In 1962 Mrs. Bailey beg an 
wo rkin g fo r an .American v isa. 
She wen t to the American Mis­ 
sio n in West Berlin p ractically 
ev ery week fo r sev en y ears. 
When it fin ally came thro u g h in 
196 9 . the staff bo u g ht her a 
bo ttle o f win e to celebrate. 
“ I mo v ed fast,” she said. “I 
wasn 't g o in g to let g rass g ro w 
u n der my feet.” Mrs. Bailey 
arriv ed in the Un ited States o n 
Oct. 29 , a little mo re than a 
mo n th after receiv in g her v isa. 
Mrs. Bailey , who has liv ed in 
Marin sin ce 19 6 9 , is a co mmen ­ 
tato r fo r KPFA radio in Berke­ 
ley . She is also p u blic relatio n s 
directo r fo r Marin Altern ativ e 
an d do es p u blicity fo r the Hilar- 
ita Ho u sin g p ro ject an d the 
Picco lo Orchestra.

It took 30 years, but last 
month Helga Lohr Bailey of 
San Rafael finally became a 
citizen of the United States 
‘i t ’s a story- of preserver 
ance." said Mrs. Bailey, a writ­ 
er and journalist "This is my 
country. I knew it as soon as I 
set foot here " 
A native of Germany, Mrs. 
Baily emigrated to the United 
States "because of Hitler" in 
1935 while performing with a 
European ballet company. 
She first filed for naturaliza­ 
tion papers in 1942 But within 
three weeks of her filing World 
War II broke out and she be­ 
came an enemy alien. So her 
papers were withheld 
Dunng the war, Mrs Bailey 
was an active campaigner for 
national health insurance and 
civil nghts "1 was a minority 
in Germany half Jewish — so 1 
hive a strong feeling for minor­ 
ities," she said 
Mrs. Bailey almost lost the 
fight to U.S. citizenship be­ 
cause of her activities with civil 
rights organizations During the 
Joseph McCarthy era of the 
early 1950s, she returned from 
a trip to Pans and was unable 
to reenter the country Instead, 
she was detained on Ellis Is­ 
land for seven months because 
a group she had been working 
with had been placed on the 
Attorney General’s subversive 
list. 
Mrs. Bailey then returned to 
Europe. Where she married 
William Bailey, a San Francis­ 
co longshoreman. 


"I always intented to come j 
back to the United States," said 
Mrs. Bailey, the daughter of a 
nuclear physicist and professor 
at the University of Leipzig. I 
belonged here." 
In 1962 Mrs. Bailey began 
working for an American visa 
She went to the American Mis­ 
sion in West Berlin practically 
every week for seven years 
When it finally came through in ; 
1969. the staff bought her a j 
bottle of wine to celebrate 
" I moved fast," she said. " I 
wasn’t going to let grass grow 
under my feet." Mrs. Bailey 
arrived in the United States on j 
Oct 29. a little more than a 
month after receiving her visa I 
Mrs. Bailey, who has lived in 
Mann since 1969, is a commen- j 
tator for KPFA radio in Berke- ; 
ley. She is also public relations !

C O LLEG E STATION, Tex. 
(UPD —A photographic consul­ 
tant for the U.S. space program 
says pictures made during the 
Skylab n mission show the 
Aswan Dam built on the Nile 
River by the Soviet Union for 
the Egyptians has caused earth 
resource damage. 
"The Aswan project is an 
engineering marvel, but an 
ecological disaster," Ricard W. 
Underwood told 700 Texas sci­ 
ence teachers. He said photo­ 
graphs showed the dam has 
dried up 1,500 miles of the Nile 
Delta and the detention of wa­ 
ter has changed the saline con­ 
tent of the Mediterranean Sea. 
Underwood said the pictures 
also revealed large populations 
of sealife have abandoned 
many areas in the Mediterra­ 
nean. 
Underwood spoke to the 


teachers Saturday during the 
20th annual Science Teachers 
Conference at Texas AAM Uni­ 
versity. 
He said other infrared and 
ultraviolet photos showed a 
huge wind canyon in the Afri­ 
can nation of Chad which was 
unknown four years ago, and 
also spotted rich deposits of 
copper, "perhaps the richest so 
far in the United States,” in 
Nevada.

Tornado-Like Fire

to evacuate their bomes 
There were no deaths or seri­ 
ous injuries. 
Mayor Philip Spelman and 
Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., urged the government to 
declare the densely populated 
city of more than 30,000 persons 
just north of Boston a federal 
disaster area 
Some 500 National Guards­ 
men were ordered into city 
streets early today to help local 
police guard against possible 
looting 
Spelman told a midnight 
news conference after the gen­ 
eral alarm blaze was declared 
under control that many human 
lives were saved because the 
fire started at 4 pm , in day­ 
light 
"If this had started at 3 or 4 
in the morning, God only knows 
what would have happened," he 
said. 
“ It swept through the city 
like a tornado the winds were 
high—very high," the mayor 
said He said the city "would 
have been in reaJ trouble" if it 
had not been for railroad tracks 


dividing it which created a nat­ 
ural fire line. 
Asked what portion of the city 
was damaged, be replied, " I 
would say between 20 and 30 
per cent." 
He estimated damage "in the 
millions." and said 400 to 600 
persons would be thrown out of 
work and up to 1,000 persons 
lost their homes. 
Damage to city equipment 
alone was estimated at $100,000. 
Mayor Spelman said the entire 
public works depot, including 
garbage trucks, snow removal 
trucks and other vehicles was 
destroyed.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
House Speaker Carl Albert said 
today that if it were up to him, 
he would install Gerald R. Ford 
immediately as vice president 
but that it would be "a serious 
blunder” not to proceed care­ 
fully with the confirmation me­ 
chanics. 
Virtually no opposition has 
surfaced in the House and Sen­ 
ate to the nomination of the 
Michigan Republican congress­ 
man to succeed the resigned 
Spiro T. Agnew. 
Albert, who is first in line for 
succession to the presidency 
pending Ford’s confirmation, 
said of Ford’s selection by 


President Nixon, “I was very 
pleased, since it had to be a 
Republican, it (the nomination) 
came to the House and to a 
man who has worked with the 
leadership.’’ 
He said he would be happy to 
have Ford confirmed immedi­ 
ately. But he said the House 
must be thorough in delving 
into Ford’s background. 


“I feel an urgency about it,” 
Albert said. “I feel the House 
has a whole lot at stake here. 
But I think it would be a more 
serious blunder not to have the 
country know that the job (of 
careful 
scrutiny) 
is 
being 
done.” 


The liberal group, Americans 
for Democratic Action (ADA), 
said its national board voted 
unanimously at a meeting here 
yesterday “to oppose confirma­ 
tion of Congressman Gerald 
Ford as vice president.” 
Key congressional figures in 
both parties, however, have 
predicted that, barring the un­ 
covering of some so far undis­ 
closed flaw in his record, the 
60-year-old House GOP Leader 
should have an easy time being 
confirmed as the successor to 
Spiro T. Agnew.

LEARNING BY DOING 
Philadelphia's Parkway Project 
Is A High School Without Walls 


(EDITOR’S NOTE - One 
way to a v o id new scho o l co n­ 
structio n is to bo ld cla sses in 
museums, churches, a nd o ther 
building s a ro und to wn, free o f 
cha rg e. This a rticle, the fo urth 
in a fiv e-pa rt series, tells o f o ne 
scho o l tha t ha s elimina ted the 
need fo r a scbo o lho use.)

PHILADELPHIA, PA - Kev ­ 
in Smith is rou nding ou t his 
high-school edu cation this y ear 
and will get his diploma nex t 
Ju ne. 
Bu t he won’t spend a single 
day in a city school bu ilding. 
Instead, he will attend classes 
in su ch places as the Franklin 
Institu te, the local telephone 
office, and commercial offices 
and shops arou nd town. 
Kev in is enrolled in the Park­ 
way Project, P hiladelphia’s 
high school withou t walls, and 
considers himself fortu nate to 
be nu mbered among the 840- 
member stu dent body . 
The odds seemed against him 
three y ears ago when 10,000 
city school stu dents applied for 
the few hu ndred places av aila­ 
ble in the new freshman class. 


SELECTION WAS by lottery . 
Once admitted, Kev in was as­ 
su red of enrollment each y ear 
to gradu ation. He is finishing in 
three y ears instead of the u su al 
fou r by opting for a heav ier 
cou rse load all the way . 
Begu n in 1 9 6 9 with liberal 


fu nding from the Ford Fou nda­ 
tion, Parkway Project was the 
original school that operated 
completely in the commu nity . 
Since then other cities hav e 
organized schools on a similar 
basis. 
The pu rpose is to emphasize 
relev ant or practical, “hands 
on” edu cation and to sav e con­ 
stru c tion and m a inte nanc e 
costs. 
With strong su pport from 
commercial firms and commu ­ 
nity organizations, Parkway is 
prov iding opportu nities to learn 
abou t the “ real world” in a way 
seldom av ailable to stu dents in 
traditional schools. K ev in’s 
schedu le last y ear indicates the 
breadth of options. 
Among 
other 
things, 
he 
le a rne d g u ita r fing e rboa rd 
techniqu e and repair from a 
professional, took a cou rse in 
electricity at the gas company , 
tu tored stu dents at the Pickett 
Middle School in basic skills 
su ch as reading, and spent 
mu ch time in a children’s shop, 
learning the fu ndamentals of 
retailing. 


KEVIN FOUND the shop ex ­ 
perience “ a big help.” He is 
thinking of opening a sporting 
goods store sometime. Bu t col­ 
lege is v ery mu ch on his mind, 
and he ex pects to follow a pre­ 
law cu rricu lu m when he enters 
a u niv ersity nex t fall.

Althou gh Dr. 
Hu tchins de­

alone for 840 stu dents at $6 
million, ex clu siv e of land pu r­ 
chase. To this he adds archi­ 
tects’ fees, adm inistrators’ time 
in planning, and fu rnishings 
worth abou t $1.5 million. 
This is the initial ou tlay . Con­ 
tinu ing charges consist of rou ­ 
tine maintenance, repairs, and 
financing or interest pay ments. 
In its daily operations. Park­ 
way costs more to ru n becau se 
of the need to coordinate scat­ 
tered activ ities. Dr. Hu tchins 
acknowledges this, then adds.

LEARNING BY DOING 
Philadelphia's Parkway Project 
Is A High School Without Walls 


(EDITOR S NOTE - One 
way to avoid new school con­ 
struction is to bold classes in 
museums, churches, and other 
buildings around town, free of 
charge. This article, the fourth 
in a five-part series, teds d ooe 
school that has eliminated the 
need for a scboolhouse I

PHILADELPHIA. PA - Kev­ 
in Smith is rounding out his 
high school education this year 
and will get his diploma next 
June. 
But he won't spend a single 
day in a city school building 
Instead, be will attend classes 
in such places as the Franklin 
Institute, the local telephone 
office, and commercial offices 
and shops around town 
Kevin is enrolled in the Park­ 
way P roject, P hiladelphia’s 
high school without walls, and 
considers himself fortunate to 
be numbered among the 840- 
member student body. 
The odds seemed against him 
three years ago when 10,000 
city school students applied for 
the few hundred places availa­ 
ble in the new freshman class 


SELECTION WAR by lottery. 
Once admitted, Kevin was as­ 
sured of enrollment each year 
to graduation He is finishing in 
three years instead of the usual 
four by opting for a heavier 
course load all the way. 
Begun in 1969 with liberal 


funding from the Ford Founda­ 
tion, Parkway Project was the 
original school that operated 
completely in the community. 
Since then other cities have 
organized schools on a similar 
basis. 
The purpose is to emphasize 
relevant or practical, "hands 
on" education and to save con­ 
s tru c tio n and m a in te n a n c e 
costs 
With strong support from 
commercial firms and commu­ 
nity organizations.

I do n’t kno w whether he's 
right in his "gu ess.” bu t he’s 
certainly right in his o bserv a­ 
tio ns Members o f the classes o f 
'67 to '70 are a different breed. 
I can see this in my place o f 
bu siness which hires many 
y o u ths. Emplo y es in their v ery 
early 2 0s ju st seem to slide by , 
do ing what they ’re to ld to do , 
so metimes, bu t sho wing gener­ 
al lack o f ambitio n and initia­ 
tiv e. Tho se u nder 20 (high 
scho o l gradu ates o f later y ears 
when dru g u se had abated 
so mewhat) are eager, alert, and 
ambitio u s. They ’re light y ears 
away fro m their slightly o lder 
co -wo rkers, in attitu de and per­ 
haps ability to o . 
Here's an ex ample, o ne o f 
many I co u ld name: A family 
o f fiv e, go o d backgro u nd, fine 
parents, pro du ced two o u tstand­ 
ing su ccesses in the o ldest chil­ 
dren. aged 27 and 30. Their high 
scho o l day s were o v er befo re 
1965. Then came the middle 
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children, classes o f ‘68 and ’69 . 
They fo llo wed their 
peers into 
dru gs and dro po u t. They are 
still dro p-o u ts — fro m co llege, 
fro m careers, almo st fro m life, 
tho u gh they aren't heav y u sers 
any mo re 
the y o u ngest child is no w 
18 
and a real co mer. Her name is 
in the High Scho o l Who ’s Who , 
and she’s gu ng ho fo r a career 
in science. She is in a class 
which predo minently believ es 
dru gs are fo r lo sers. 
Of co u rse my lo ne o bserv a­ 
tio n can’t pro v e any thing bu t I 
wish a reliable research o rgani­ 
zatio n wo u ld get o n to this. 
Perhaps a fo llo w-u p o f heav y 
dru g u sers du ring the dru g- 
crazy y ears might do mo re to 
sho w lo ng term effects than 
wo u ld tho u sands o f ex periments 
with mo nkey s and rats. — 0 . 
DEAR O: 
Perhaps . . Bu t I co u ld men­ 
tio n that su ch a su rv ey was 
carried o u t (and resu lts pu b­ 
lished so me six y ears ago ) by 
Dr. C J. Miras o f Athens, 
Greece. His go v ernment-spo n­ 
so red Research indicated that 
heav y mariju ana and hashish 
smo kers finally reached a le­ 
thargic plane where the dru g 
was all that mattered; and 
po int o f retu rn, after lo ng 
u sage, was pro blematical. 
Did Dr. Miras get wo rldwide 
attentio n’ Did his findings stir 
o ther researchers to ward stu dy 
o f lo ng range dru g effects in 
hu mans? Hardly ! 
I read sev eral articles which 
disco u nted his theo ries briefly , 
and then — no thing mo re. The 
general attitu de seemed to be 
"Dr Miras' wo rk do es no t re­ 
late to the United States” — a 
so mewhat nearsighted v iew, it 
seems to me 
At any rate, thanks fo r y o u r 
go o d letter. "O”. I agree: mu ch 
mo re dru g research is needed. 
If po t can be pro v ed less harm­ 
fu l than to bacco o r bo o ze, then 
perhaps it sho u ld be legalized. 
Bu t it there are cu mu lativ e 
effects, as y o u su spect, then we 
hav e a right to kno w. And why , 
after all these y ears, hav en’t 
US 
scien tists 
m ade real 
pro gress in finding o u t? 
Why , fo r ex ample, can’t they 
answer su ch qu estio ns as these, 
which co me to me almo st ev ery - 
week. 
"Dear Helen: I’v e been do ing 
grass and u ppers and do wners 
fo r a lo ng time. No lectu res 
please. Ju st tell me, will this 
harm my baby -to -be?” 
"Dear Helen: if cigarettes 
cau se lu ng cancer and heart 
tro u ble, will inhaling mariju ana 
smo ke do likewise’ ” 
"Dear Helen: They to ld u s 
sev en y ears ago that we'd kno w 
all the answers abo u t do pe in 
fiv e y ears, and then we co u ld 
co nsider whether to legalize o r 
no t. So what are they do ing’

Observer Says Youth Changing 
Into Alert, Brighter People 


DEAR HELEN: 
The letter from the secretary 
of the high school class of 68 
intrigued me, for I too have 
noticed the great difference in 
young people who graduated in 
the late 60s 
"Secretary” asked whether 
the general (and lasting) lethar­ 
gy of that period might have 
been due to drug abuse which 
peaked about that time. He 
wondered if so many uppers, 
downers, joints, injections of 
speed, etc. might have done 
permanent damage — even if 
the users quit later on. 
I don’t know whether he's 
nght in his “guess.” but he’s 
certainly nght in his observa­ 
tions Members of the classes of 
’67 to ’70 are a different breed 
I can see this in my place of 
business which hires many 
youths Employes in their very 
early 20s just seem to slide by. 
doing what they're told to do. 
sometimes, but showing gener­ 
al lack of ambition and initia­ 
tive. Those under 20 (high 
school graduates of later years 
when drug use had abated 
somewhat) are eager, alert, and 
ambitious They’re light years 
away from their slightly older 
co-workers, in attitude and per­ 
haps ability too, 
Here’s an example, one of 
many I could name A family 
of five, good background, fine 
parents, produced two outstand­ 
ing successes in the oldest chil 
dren. aged 27 and .‘10 Their high 
school days were over before 
1965 
Then came the middle 
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children, classes of ’68 and ’69. 
They followed their peers into 
drugs and dropout. They are 
still dropouts — from college, 
from careers, almost from life, 
though they aren’t heavy users 
any more 
The youngest child is now 18 
and a real comer. Her name is 
in the High School Who's Who, 
and she’s gung ho for a career 
in science She is in a class 
which predominently believes 
drugs are for losers. 
Of course my lone observa­ 
tion can’t prove anything but I 
wish a reliable research organi­ 
zation would get on to this. 
Perhaps a follow up of heavy 
drug users during the drug- 
crazy years might do more to 
show long term effects than 
would thousands of experiments 
with monkeys and rats — 0 . 
DEAR O: 
Perhaps . . But I could men­ 
tion that such a survey was 
earned out tand results pub­ 
lished some six years ago) by 
Dr 
C J. Miras of Athens, 
Greece 
His govemment-spon 
sored research indicated that 
heavy manjuana and hashish 
smokers finally reached a le­ 
thargic plane where the drug 
was all that mattered; and 
point of return, after long 
usage, was problematical. 
Did Dr Miras get worldwide 
attention9 Did his findings stir 
other researchers toward study 
of long range drug effects m 
humanst Hardly' 
I read several articles which 
discounted his theories briefly, 
and then — nothing more The 
general attitude seemed to be 
"Dr Miras’ work does not re­ 
late to the United States ” — a 
somewhat nearsighted view, it 
seems to me 
At any rate, thanks for your 
good letter. "O”. I agree: much 
more drug research is needed 
If pot ci»n be proved less harm 
ful than tobacco or booze, then 
perhaps it should be legalized 
But it there are cumulative 
effects as you suspect, then we 
have a nght to know And why, 
after all these years, haven't 
US scien tists 
made real 
progress in finding out9 
Why, for example, can’t they 
answer such questions as these, 
w hich come to me almost every 
week 
"Dear Helen I’ve been doing 
grass and uppers and downers 
for a long time No lectures 
please. Just tell me. will this 
harm my baby-to-be9" 
"Dear Helen

corporate executives, college 
students, and other talented in­ 
dividuals also helped out as 
instructors, and are doing so 
again this year. 
Certificated teachers handle 
the core of academic instruc­ 
tion at community sites, includ­ 
ing required subjects. 
At times, the nonprofessional 
teaching is largely one to one, 
But often students meet more 
formally in small groups 
At the Philadelphia Museum 
of .Art, classes vary from 4 to 15 
students. Staff lecturers present 
basically the same talks they 
give to groups of museum visi­ 
tors. 
And at the Philadelphia Gas 
Works, classes average a dozen 
or so in the electricity, gas 
appliance servicing, and home- 
making courses developed and 
conducted by company person­ 
nel. 
Fitting some 250 courses to­ 
gether in terms of individual 
schedules is a difficult chal­ 
lenge Getting to the learning 
sites can be difficult, too. 


ORIGINALLY. THE program 
centered on the Benjamin 
Franklin Parkway, hence the 
name. Parkway Project. This 
artery runs from the art mu­ 
seum to City Hall in the center 
of town But as the program 
expanded, sites beyond the im­ 
mediate area had to be added. 
To alleviate students' prob­ 


lems of distance, the “school 
without walls” was divided into 
four geographic units and stu­ 
dents were assigned to the unit 
nearest their home.

It wou ld like to ask (1) if th e rent h as been 
increased du ring th at time, is th at final 
month ’s pay m ent-in-adv ance adju sted to meet 
th e cu rrent rental? (2) Is any consideration 
giv en to interest on th e impou nded money ?

Wh en rent is increased du ring 
tenancy , 
many 
landlords re­ 
qu ire a corresponding increase 
in th e secu rity deposit. If th ere 
h as been no dam ages to th e 
apartm ent for wh ich y ou will be 
h eld responsible, th e original 
deposit sh ou ld be re tu rne d. 
Howev er, some landlords may 
make it a practice to credit th e 
deposit on th e final m onth ’s 
rent. 
As for interest on th e im­ 
pou nded money , some landlords 
credit tenants once a y ear with 
su ch interest. 
Th ere is no h ard and fast ru le 
with respect to th ese m atters 
u nless th ey h appen to be gov ­ 
erned by state or local laws, or 
cov ered by a landlord-tenant 
agreem ent. 
Su ch agreem ent, for th e ten­ 
ant's protection, sh ou ld be in 
writing and cov er su ch m atters 
as th e amou nt of th e deposit, 
th e disposition of interest on it, 
and some definition of th e ty pe 
of "dam ages” for wh ich th e 
tenant will be h eld responsible.

When rent is increased during 
tenancy, many landlords re­ 
quire a corresponding increase 
in the security deposit. If there 
has been 
no damages to the 
apartment for which you will be 
held responsible, the original 
deposit should be returned. 
However, some landlords may 
make it a practice to credit the 
deposit on the final month’s 
rent. 
As for interest on the im­ 
pounded money, some landlords 
credit tenants once a year with 
such interest. 
There is no hard and fast rule 
with respect to these matters 
unless they happen to be gov­ 
erned by state or local laws, or 
covered by a landlord-tenant 
agreement. 
Such agreement, for the ten­ 
ant’s protection, should be in 
writing and cover such matters 
as the amount of the deposit, 
the disposition of interest on it, 
and some definition of the type 
of ‘ damages’’ for which the 
tenant will be held responsible.

Show Represents The Big Names

SAN FRANCISCO - An ex ­ 
hibit of 8 2 paintings owned by 
New York collector Richard 
Brown Baker, currently on loan 
to the San Francisco Museum 
of Art, is a historic resume of 
the major art dev elopments in 
this country since the end of 
World War II. 
The collection, dating from 
194.1 to 197 3, includes paintings 
by many of the most important 
names in American art and a 
number by post-cubist Europe­ 
an artists who had important 
influence on the Americans. 
Included are works by the 
pioneers of abstract ex pression­ 
ism, from the period when art­ 
ists (as well as scientists) were 
ex ploring new materials and 


techniques and, disillusioned 
with the outer world, were turn­ 
ing inwardly for direction. 
J ackson P ollock's “ Ara­ 
besque,” Franz Kline's “ Wana- 
maker Block," Hans Hoff­ 
mann’s “ Pond," and J ack 
Tworkov ’s “ Vulcan" hav e lost 
none of their “ action painting" 
v erv e and Gestalt intensity . 
California artists Richard 
Diebenkorn and Nathan Oli- 
v iera, the former a founder of 
the "bay region figurativ e 
school", are each represented 
with lush paintings from 1957. 
Major subsequent dev elop­ 
ments — color-field painting, 
combines, minimalist, pop-art, 
new realism, and photo-realism 
— seem likewise to hav e been 
foreseen by Baker Early works 


Nixon Appeal Seen 
Of Ruling On Tapes 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nix on this week is ex pect­ 
ed to appeal to the Supreme 
Court a federal court ruling 
that he must relinquish nine 
Watergate-related tape record­ 
ings. 
The White House said y ester­ 
day Nix on’s lawy ers still are 
study ing the 41-page decision 
made Friday by the U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals. It ruled 
that the tapes must be submit­ 
ted to U.S. District J udge J ohn 
J . Sirica for inspection as to 
their relev ancy to a grand jury 
inv estigation of the Watergate 
burglary and the ensuing cov er- 
up 
The appeals court gav e Nix ­ 
on’s lawy ers until Friday to 
appeal its 5 -2 ruling. 
The disputed doctrine of ex ec­ 
utiv e priv ilege is ex pected to 
remain the chief argument of 
the White House in opposing 
special Watergate prosecutor 
Archibald Cox ’s request for the 
tapes of conv ersations held be­ 
tween the President and his 
aides. 
“ The Constitution mentions 
no ex ecutiv e priv ileges, much 
less any absolute ex ecutiv e 
priv ileges,” the court said. 
The ruling upheld Sirica’s 
Aug. 26 decision and ordered 
the tapes giv en to the judge, 
who would decide which por­ 
tions, if any , may be withheld 
from the grand jury on grounds 
they relate only to "national 
defense or foreign relations. " 
But Cox was giv en the right 
to inspect the tapes with Sirica 
so he could argue any presiden­ 
tial claim of irrelev ance. If Cox 
is allowed to listen to all of the

The court said Nix on lost the 
right of confidentiality for the 
tapes when he allowed some of 
his former aides to testify be­ 
fore the grand jury and the 
Senate Watergate committee 
about what was said. 
It further rejected Nix on’s 
claims that his political man­ 
date and ex ecutiv e priv ilege 
entitled him to immunity from 
court orders. “ These are inv ita­ 
tions to refashion the Constitu­ 
tion, and we reject them,” the 
court majority said. 
Nix on has said he would obey 
only a “ definitiv e” order from 
the Supreme Court, without ex ­ 
plaining what he meant by the 
term. 
The court also asked that Cox 
and Nix on's lawy ers try again 
to resolv e the dispute them­ 
selv es, and Cox said he was 
willing. 
Prev ious negotiations 
broke down three weeks ago. — 
In another Watergate dev el­ 
opment, it was reported y ester­ 
day that the Senate committee 
has begun inv estigating Nix on's 
personal finances because of 
allegations that billionaire How­ 
ard Hughes made two $5 0,000 
cash pay ments in 1969 and 1970 
to Nix on friend Charles G.

The Washington Post quoted 
“ informed sources” as say ing 
the committee will try to sub­ 
poena the President’s records 
dealing with his Florida and 
California real estate holdings 
and will seek testimony from 
his personal secretary , Rose 
Mary Woods. 
“ Committee sources said that 
Rebozo has also been unable to 
ex plain satisfactorily why the 
$100,000 was kept in safe depos­ 
it box es for nearly three y ears 
and then returned," the Post 
reported.

Nixon Appeal Seen

"The Constitution mentions 
no executive privileges, much 
less any absolute executive 
privileges," the court said 
The ruling upheld Sirica’s

tagious.” said Mrs. Jeanette 
Fields, executive secretary of 
the foundation 
“Our guides have an inspira­ 
tional quality. They care what 
happens to Chicago’s buildings 
"A guide will walk by the 
Carson Pirie Scott department 
store and talk about it. Some­ 
one on the tour will say. Has 
that been here all this time?’ ” 
she said The building was de­ 
signed by Louis H 
Sullivan 
with a delicate cast-iron flora 
and foliage decoration to catch 
the woman shopper's eye. 
City buildings can be like 


while the bulk of it lies unseen 
up above. People who have 
lived their entire lives in a city 
find on the tours that they have 
failed to see the massive struc­ 
ture which looms above their 
favorite restaurant or boutique 
on street level 
On the downtown Loop tour, 
given every Sunday at 2 p.m. 
beginning at the north steps of 
the Chicago Public Library, 
guides emphasize buildings ex­ 
pressive of the Chicago School 
of Architecture. 
William Le Baron Jenney, 
one of the fathers of the Chica­ 
go school, contributed to the 
developm ent of m ultistory 
buildings with weight-bearing 
iron or steel frame structures. 
His buildings had more and 
larger windows and let in more 
light and air than masonry 
weight bearing wall structures. 
The glassy skyscrapers of to­ 
day evolved from this.

Bus Program Brings 
Happiness To Elderly

But it is for an elderly woman 
here, who recently visited a 
department store for the first 
time in years — nding a school 
bus, part of a free town-bus 
program 
Now she can look forward to 
free weekly bus rides, a friend­ 
ly bus driver and help with her 
packages. 
An increasing number of 
towns and cities in the United 
States are providing such trans­ 
portation for their elderly citi­ 
zens. 
Funds come from public do­ 
nations. service clubs, and local 
businesses, as well as from 
federal, state, and local govern­ 
ments. 
The vehicles used are as var­ 
ious as the sources of funds 
The elderly can nde in chart­ 
ered buses, school buses, “min­ 
ibuses." vans, or station wag­ 
ons. And concerned citizens are 
lobbying for subways that are 
more easily accessible 
The biggest increase is occur­ 
ring in towns and small cities, 
where senior citizens who have 
no cars can be immobilized if 
public transport is unavailable 
No statistics are available on 
how many towns nationwide 
have special public transporta­ 
tion for senior citizens In Mas­ 
sachusetts, which one official 
calls “active but not front-run­ 
ning", about 1 town in 10 has 
some such program. 
Concord (population 16,0001 
provides town-funded bus serv­ 
ice in a program that began 
Aug 15. 
Two school buses cover six 
routes every Monday, Wednes­ 
day. and Friday picking up for 
no fare any Concord resident 
who has applied for a bus pass. 
The cost of service for the first 
11 months is estimated at 18,000 
by Frank Curran, manager of 
Concord's school bus system 
A shopper can catch the bus 
between 9 30 and 11:30 a.m. 
and return two hours later from 
downtown or from a shopping 
center. 
Although any adult Concord 
resident is eligible to nde the 


riders are over 55 years old. 
says Curran He adds 
• Many of the elderly have so 
many fnends to visit that they 
use several different routes

After talking about her idea 
to Curran, she persuaded Con­ 
cord's Council on the Aging to 
place an advertisement in the 
local paper to find out bow 
many people would use free bus 
service. Enough people replied 
for Miss Ham to convince the 
town meeting to spend as much 
as $15,000 
“ People generally think of 
Concord as an affluent commu­ 
nity,” says Miss Ham, “but we 
found many hidden people who 
were without cars and depen­ 
dent on fnends and relatives " 
Miss Ham was appointed to a 
town committee to establish the 
bus system. The committee 
sought requests for bus passes 
and then based bus routes on 
the locations of applicants. 
Curran says that, with a re­ 
cent increase in requests for 
passes, the bus routes may be 
altered. 
The initial announcement of 
free bus service brought 300 
applications for passes 
Now 
475 passes have been issued 
In the first two weeks of 
service (before Labor Day) 
about 100 passengers rode the 
buses each day. 
Courtesy has proven to be a 
great drawing card for any 
transportation for the elderly 
In Concord, Curran says that 
a high school service group will 
assign two girl students to each 
bus once school begins.

The spiritual leader of all the 
Sikhs in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere hopes to convince San 
Rafael’s city fathers not to “ put 
garbage on their children” by 
adopting an ordinance that 
would outlaw the sect’s ashram 
— living center — in the old 
Babcock Mansion. 
Yogi Bhajan’s voice boomed 
above the whir of a vacuum 
cleaner at an interview Friday, 
as disciples in stockinged feet 
tended to an already spotless 
hallway outside the yogi’s as- 
cetically furnished room. 
"The city doesn't want to 
give these children time to 
grow.” he charged, waving a 
hand at the ashram residents. 
His arm gleamed with the iron 
bracelet that is a symbol of the 
Sikh religion. 
The ashram is home for the 
sons and daughters of some of 
Marin’s oldest families and for 
some young wanderers who 
made long, twisting drug trips 
before joining the Sikhs. 
The sect prohibits drugs, al­ 
cohol, tobacco and even coffee. 
It bans begging, requires all its 
members to earn a living and 
share their earnings with the 
needy and stresses that all 
Sikhs are one family by blood, 
said Y’ogi Bhajan. in San Rafael 
lor a visit. 
‘I feel that every’ young man 
or woman who has dropped out 
of a family must have a fami­ 
ly,” he said. “ Otherwise — do 
you want them living in a 
ghetto? 
“ I want them to have a de­ 
cent home. Are the city fathers 
not a guardian for goodness? 
They should have helped the 
ashram,” the yogi argued. If 
“ they’re going to put garbage” 
on the family, “ the city fathers 
should have a meeting and ex­ 
amine their consciences." The 
ashram's critics are “ in phobic 
sleep and don’t want to get up,” 
the religious leader added 
The ashram’s 35 men. women 
and children have been at odds 
with San Rafael officialdom 
since August, when the city 
planning commission endorsed 
a proposed ordinance that 
would outlaw more than five 
unrelated persons living in any 
single-family residence and im­ 
pose fines on their landlords. 
After a hearing last month 
before a large, mostly pro-ash­ 
ram audience, the San Rafael 
City Council named a commit­ 
tee to seek a compromise plan 
that will be reviewed early next 
month. 
The only external clue that 
the Victorian mansion is differ­ 
ent from its neighbors is a 
large rack, filled with shoes, on 
the front porch. (Neither Sikhs 
nor visitors wear shoes within 
the ashram * 
Inside, the many rooms are 
furnished with low benches, or 
pillows for sitting on the floor. 
The scent of Indian spices 
and the savory’ aroma of cook­ 
ing vegetarian dishes filled the 
air as cooks prepared the eve­ 
ning meal, which all members 
eat together 
The room occupied by Yogi 
Bhajan held many green plants, 
a few religious paintings and 
books Lighted, scented candles 
flanked a portrait of the sect’s 
early-day leaders, who turned

He said the Sikh family con­ 
cept is one answer to decay of 
the traditional American fami­ 
ly. Today’s home, he said with 
a chuckle, is a place where 
“ the husband comes home from 
work and fights with a nagging 
wife and the children w’ant to 
get out of that wall-to-wall car­ 
peted house. We have lost the 
cozy home in America," he 
added 
The ashrams’ doors are open 
to anyone “ who is willing to

Yogi Bhajan's voice boomed 
above the whir of a vacuum 
cleaner at an interview Friday, 
as disciples in stockinged feet 
tended to an already spotless 
hallway outside the yogi's as- 
cetically furnished room.

He’s spent sev eral tho u sand 
do llars — he wo n’t say ho w 
many — building his o wn pint- 
sized railro ad o n two and o ne- 
half acres o f pastu reland be­ 
hind his ho me in this small 
to wn 30 miles so uth o f Salt 
Lak e City . 
“ It’s been a g reat div ersio n 
fo r me.” said Gunther, 60, pres­ 
ident o f the $18 millio n Bank o f 
American Fo rk . “I’v e fulfilled 
o ne o f tho se inner y earning s a 
perso n has." 
Gu nther traced the y earning 
back to his childho o d, when his 


father built statio nary steam 
eng ines and they bo y wanted to 
be a trainman. 
Instead, he became a scho o l 
teacher, a bu sinessman and fi­ 
nally a bank er. 
‘‘But my affinity fo r o ld 
steam lo co mo tiv es and thing s 
lik e that persisted thro u g h the

Gu nther said a few day s after 
driv ing the “ g o lden spik e” o n 
his 2.000-fo o t lo o p o f track .

It’s a co mmu nity g et-to g ether 
and serv es as a “ ho meco ming ” 
fo r tho se who hav e left.

“ Witho ut ev ery bo dy in o n the 
planning this wo uld no t be the 
su ccess it is,” say s May o r Reno 
Ratti, a 22-y ear resident. 
It’s a city that is clo se k nit, 
say s the may o r. “ If a perso n 
break s a leg o r is do wn o n his 
luck , then the rest chip in o u t o f 
their o wn po ck et,” say s Ratti, 
who wo rk s fo r Basic Refracto ­ 
ries, a mining plant which is 
the o nly reaso n fo r the city ’s 
ex istence. The co mpany co n- 
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tribu ted $7,000 to w ards this 
y ear’s picnic. 
The ev ent “started as an 
attempt to rek indle the mining 
camp spirit,” say s Bo b Gates, 
fo rmer head o f Basic here. 
Gates, no w a v ice president in 
the main o ffice in Clev eland, 
Ohio , say s, “ It started as a 
eo mpany -to wn picnic but we 
k ind o f made it a v o lu nteer city 
effo rt.” 
The picnic serv es in part as 
public relatio ns to co nv ince o ut­ 
siders Gabbs isn t su ch a bad 
place to liv e. It is iso lated in 
the desert abo u t 120 miles 
so u thwest o f Reno . By mo dern 
standards Gabbs do esn’t hav e 
mu ch to o ffer. 
•e Mo st parents lik e it becau se 
it lack s the big city temptatio ns 
fo r their children. Ty pical is 
Sharo n Reed, a y o u ng ho use­ 
wife with children 8 and 10 
y ears o ld who mo v ed here fro m 
the Reno area. 
“ It’s an ex cellent place to 
raise children,” she say s. “We 
alway s k no w where o u r k ids 
are o r we can find them with 
o ne o r two pho ne calls.” 
There are o ccasio nal pro b­ 
lems with mariju ana but it 
h asn ’t spread to the “ hard 
stu ff,” say lo cal citizens. 
Despite the enthu siasm, the 
co mpany here finds it hard to 


recru it and maintain a stable 
wo rk fo rce. And hig h scho o l 
g radu ates mo stly mo v e o n to 
“ g reener pastu re s.” Fo r in­ 
stance, o nly two o f the 18 g rad­ 
u ates o f the class o f 1969 re­ 
mained. 
One o f the two is Dale Bu rle­ 
so n who has tasted “ big city ” 
life and fo und o ut he’s really a 
small to wn bo y . “ A lo t o f peo ­ 
ple say there is no thing to do 
here. Yo u hav e to mak e ‘so me­ 
thing to do .’” He spends his 
spare time hu nting , fishing and 
ex plo ring o ld mines and co v er­ 
ing the wide o pen desert 
Tina Timbrell, an attractiv e 
21-y ear-o ld, mo v ed here a y ear 
and a half ag o fro m Lak ev iew, 
Ore., and she lo v es it. She is 
sing le and say s, “ When we 
want a nig ht o ut, we g o to 
Hawtho rne 5 0 miles away . In 
additio n we hav e sev eral activ i­ 
ties such as wo men’s so ftball 
that we enjo y .” 
Ou tsiders, after attending the 
annu al picnic, use the standard 
New Yo rk City quip, “ It’s a 
g reat place to v isit bu t I 
wo u ldn’t want to liv e there.” 
Residents do n’t ag ree. They 
k no w they lack many thing s. 
Bu t they feel their easy lifesty le 
and co m m u nity spirit mo re 
than mak e u p fo r so me o f the 
o u tside g lamo u r and g litter.

If any thing 
happens, I can alway s qu it becau se o f my 
willpo wer. ‘Liv e no w,’ I alway s say . No thing 
perso nal, bu t fo o ey o n do cto rs.” 
Yo u may be m aster o f y o u r destiny , but I 
hav e v ery little faith in the 
captain o f y o u r ship. Many 
teen-ag ers are at an ag e when 
they feel they k no w it all. Actu­ 
ally , it is du mb to g et ho o k ed o n 
a habit that is difficu lt to break . 
Ask any o ne who has smo k ed 
cig arettes fo r fiv e o r mo re 
y ears. 


IN ADDITION, as ex pensiv e 
as they are, cig arettes are lik e­ 
ly to g et mo re ex pensiv e. Fu r­ 
thermo re, to bacco is o ne o f the 
first items to be tax ed when o u r 
g o v ernment needs mo re mo ney .

Any perso n who starts to 
smo k e in his teens also falls 
into a health trap. Mo st co mpli­

-chro nic bro nchitis, and heart 
tro u ble, dev elo p after y ears o f 
heav y smo k ing . A perso n mu st 
almo st start as a teen-ag er to 
meet the prerequ isites fo r tro u ­ 
ble ahead. Mo st y o u ng peo ple 
beco me two -pack -a-day smo k ­ 
ers within a few y ears, mainly 
becau se they feel no harmfu l 
effects. After a decade, cig a­ 
rette co ug h dev elo ps, fo llo wed 
by mo re permanent damag e to 
the lung s and heart. These co m­ 
plicatio ns u su ally tak e place 
befo re ag e 5 0. 


MOST TEEN-AGERS reg ard 
50 as o ld ag e and to o far o ff fo r 
them to be co ncerned. As a 
ru le, it is a waste o f time try ing 
to co nv ince them to lo o k ahead 
and build a g o o d fo u ndatio n fo r 
the fu tu re This is u nfo rtu nate, 
becau se after 35, life can be 
mo st enjo y able pro v ided y o u 
hav e y o u r health.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A su r­ 
v ey by the Internatio nal Asso ­ 
ciatio n o f Fire Fig hters sho ws 
that fire fig hting is seco nd o nly 
to mining and qu arry ing as the 
mo st dang ero u s emplo y ment in 
the United States. 
The death rate fo r pro fessio n­ 
al firemen was 74 deaths per 
100,000, the asso ciatio n said 
Sunday , co mpared to 57 deaths 
per 100,000 fo r po licemen, 17 
per 100,000 fo r all indu strial 
wo rk ers and 9 per 100,000 fo r 
manu factu ring wo rk ers.

People Stick Together In Gabbs 


GABBS. Nev. (UPI) -T h e re 
aren't any big gambling dubs, 
plush hotels or other "tourist 
traps" in this small central 
Nevada community. 
X rated movies are out and 
the city is virtually crime free 
Gabbs, 
in fact, just doesn’t 
measure up to the image of 
most Nevada cities with their 
fast action and flashy veneer 
What really makes this city 
of less than 1,000 residents 
stand apart is its spirit. It puts 
aside personal differences to 
work together. 
Examples are plentiful. Par­ 
ents became concerned several 
years ago when players from 
the high school football team, 
called the "Tarantulas", kept 
coming borne from practice and 
games with cuts, scratches and 
bruises —acquired from the 
rough dirt field. One weekend 
citizens got together, donated 
their time, leveled and planted 
grass for a new field. 
They didn’t ask for any feder­ 
al or state money —they just 
went ahead without fanfare 
with the project. 
Ditto, the baseball diamond 
and the dirt nine bole golf 
course, affectionately called 
“ Sandy Bottom * 
The city’s best effort, howev­ 
er, is its annual picnic in Sep­ 


tember which offers free food, 
beer, soft dnnks. contests in 
mining skills and en tertain ­ 
ment 
It's a community get together 
and serves as a "homecoming" 
for those who have left This 
year 3,000 showed up. There 
were only a handful of out-of- 
state tourists — which is just 
the way many Gabbs residents 
like it. And it was held the 
same weekend as the Nevada 
State Fair in Reno and the 
annual camel races in Virginia 
City. 
"There is no big hustle here.” 
says Tom Jones, owner of the 
Keystone Club, the largest in 
the town with one 21 game and 
four slot machines 
For months, nearly every ci­ 
tizen serves on a committee 
planning the event, which this 
year cost $10,000 
"Without everybody in cm the 
planning this would not be the 
success it is,” says Mayor Reno 
Ratti, a 22-year resident. 
It's a city that is close knit, 
says the mayor “ If a person 
breaks a leg or is down on his 
luck, then the rest chip in out of 
their own pocket.” says Ratti, 
who works for Basic Refracto­ 
ries, a mining plant which is 
the only reason for the city's 
existence. The company con­ 


tributed $7,000 tow ards this 
year's picnic. 
The event “ started as an 
attempt to rekindle the mining 
camp spirit." says Bob Gates, 
former head of Basic here. 
Gates, now a vice president in 
the main office in Cleveland, 
Ohio, says, “ It started as a 
company town picnic but we 
kind of made it a volunteer city 
effort." 
The picnic serves in part as 
public relations to convince out­ 
siders Gabbs isn t such a bad 
place to live It is isolated in 
the desert about 120 m iles 
southwest of Reno By modem 
standards Gabbs doesn't have 
much to offer. 
Most parents like it because 
it lacks the big city temptations 
for their children 
Typical is 
Sharon Reed, a young bouse 
wife with children 8 and 10 
years old who moved here from 
the Reno area 
"It's an excellent place to 
raise children," she says. “ We 
always know where our kids 
are or we can find them with 
one or two phone calls " 
There are occasional prob­ 
lems with marijuana 
but it 
h asn ’t spread to the “ hard 
stuff," say local citizens. 
Despite the enthusiasm, the 
company here finds it hard to

Banker Realizes A 


AMERICAN FORK. 
Utah 
(UPI) — Bank president Orville 
Gunther has finally fulfilled his 
boyhood dream of becoming a 
railroad engineer. 
He's spent several thousand 
dollars — he won't say how 
many — building his own pint- 
sized railroad on two and one- 
half acres of pastureland be­ 
hind his home in this small 
town 30 miles south of Salt 
Lake City. 
“ It’s been a great diversion 
for m e," said Gunther, 60, pres­ 
ident of the $18 million Bank of 
American Fork " I’ve fulfilled 
one of those inner yearnings a 
person has " 
Gunther traced the yearning 
back to his childhood, when his 


father built stationary steam 
engines and they boy wanted to 
be a trainman. 
Instead, he became a school 
teacher, a businessman and fi­ 
nally a banker. 
“ But my affinity for old 
steam locomotives and things 
like that persisted through the 
years and I finally decided to 
tran slate 
it 
into 
re a lity ." 
Gunther said a few days after 
driving the “ golden spike" on 
his 2,000-foot loop of track 
“ I spent every spare moment 
I had on it," said the trim 
business executive, who did all 
the work on the railroad him 
self, except for building the 
engine He got some help on the 
manual labor from family and

friends. 
The colorful engine — black 
with red. yellow and green trim 
—is a replica of the steam 
engines that dominated Ameri­ 
can railroading a century’ ago. 
The five and one-half foot tall 
engine, built for Gunther in 
Pennsylvania, is a model of the 
4-4-0 American type engines of 
the 1865 to 1870 era On week­ 
ends, Gunther puts on his engi­ 
neer’s hat, red bandana and 
striped coveralls, helps his son 
put “ about two shovelfuls of 
coal" into the engine, pulls the 
whistle cord and chugs around 
the two-foot wide backyard 
track. 
Neighbors and hordes of chil­ 
dren go along for the ride —

sitting on benches in one cov­ 
ered car or on the beds of two 
flat cars. The Steam Buffs, a 
group of old train fanciers from 
Salt Lake, rode the “ O.G. Ex­ 
press" on one weekend. 
The banker, who says his 
wife “ knows I like it" and goes 
along with his hobby, said he 
plans to plant pasture grass 
around the tracks as landscap­ 
ing. add spurs and switches 
“ like a real railroad," finish 
the two flat cars, and build a 
caboose along with a station. 
“ It’s still in the making, just 
a simple loop run," Gunther 
explained 
“ I'll extend it as 
time goes on It won’t really be 
finished until at least next sum­ 
mer "

PASCAGOULA, Miss. (UPD 
—A Northwestern Univ ersity 
astronomer say s the “ v ery ter­ 
rify ing ex perience” of two men 
indicates that a strang e craft 
from another placet did land in 
Mississippi. 
“ Where they are coming 
from and why they were here is 
a matter of conjecture,” Dr. 
Allen Hy nek said, "but the fact 
that they were here on this 
planet is bey ond a reasonable 
doubt.” 
Hy nek and Dr. J ames Harder 
of the Univ ersity of California 
interv iewed by hy pnosis two 
shipy ard workers who told au­ 
thorities they were fishing from 
an old pier in the Pascag oula 
Riv er when a “ fishshaped” v e­ 
hicle emitting a bluish haze 
approached from the sky . 
Charles Hickson, 42, and 18- 
y ear-old Calv in Parker, both of 
the Gautier community , hav e 
maintained throug hout a week­ 
end of intense questioning that 
they were taken aboard the 
craft by three weird creatures 
with wrinkled skin, crab-claw 
hands and pointed ears. 
Hy nek, who was scientific 
consultant to Project Blue book 
when it was conducted on UFOs 
by the U.S. Air Force in the 
19 60’s, said after talking to Par­ 
ker and Hickson: 
“ There is no question in my 
mind that these men hav e bad 
a v ery terrify ing ex perience. 
Under no circumstances should 
they be ridiculed. Let'S protect 
these men.” 
Hickson and Parker, “ both 
scared to death and shaking all 
ov er,” told the J ackson County 
sheriff’s office of their bizarre 
ex perience Thursday nig ht. 
Sheriff Fred Diamind said be 
believ ed “ something ” happened 
to the men because they were 
“ scared to death arid on the 
v erg e of a heart attack.” 
Other residents of the Pasca­ 
g oula area reported to the sher­ 
iff’s office they saw a similar 
UFO in the v icinity of the 
fishing location about the time 
the two men maintain they did. 
The men, who hav e v olun­ 
teered to underg o lie-detector 
tests, were checked for radia­ 
tion ex posure Friday at Keesler 
Air Force Base, but the results 
were neg ativ e. 
Hy nek said althoug h the men 
were able to be hy pnotized 
“ their ex perience was so trau­ 
matic that it was essential to 
prog ress slowly .” 
“ These are not imbalanced 
people,” Harder said. “ They ’re 
not crackpots.” 
“ There was definitely some­ 
thing here that was not terres­ 
trial. of the earth,” he said.

PASCAGOULA, Miss. (UPD 
—A N orthw estern U niversity 
astronomer says the “very ter­ 
rifying experience" of two men 
indicates that a strange craft 
from another planet did land in 
Mississippi 
“ W here they are com ing 
from and why they were here is 
a m atter of conjecture,” Dr. 
Allen Hynek said, “ but the fact 
that they were here on this 
planet is beyond a reasonable 
doubt.” 
Hynek and Dr Jam es Harder 
of the University of California 
interviewed by hypnosis two 
shipyard workers who told au­ 
thorities they were fishing from 
an old pier in the Pascagoula 
River when a "fishshaped" ve­ 
hicle emitting a bluish haze 
approached from the sky. 
Charles Hickson, 42, and 18- 
year-old Calvin Parker, both of 
the Gautier community, have 
maintained throughout a week­ 
end of intense questioning that 
they were taken aboard the 
craft by three weird creatures 
with wrinkled skin, crab-claw 
hands and pointed ears. 
Hynek, who was scientific 
consultant to Project Blue book 
when it was conducted on UFOs 
by the U.S. Air Force in the 
1960’s, said after talking to P ar­ 
ker and Hickson 
“There is no quest ion in my 
mind that these men have had 
a very terrifying experience 
Under no circumstances should 
they be ridiculed Let*£ protect 
these men.” 
Hickson and Parker, “ both 
scared to death and shaking all 
over,” told the Jackson County 
sheriff’s office of their bizarre 
experience Thursday night 
Sheriff Fred Dtamind said be 
believed “ something" happened 
to the men because they were 
“ scared to death and on the 
verge of a heart attack.” 
Other residents of the Pasca­ 
goula area reported to the sher­ 
iff's office they saw a similar 
UFO in the vicinity of the

for the right of every nation in

We 
want this fighting to end. We 
want the fighting to end on a 
basis where we can build a 
lasting peace 
But the policy of the United 
States is that of peacemaker in 
the area and I would conclude 
by saying that the men honored 
today and the thousands of 
Americans who also should be 
honored, who served their coun 
try in Vietnam, make it possi­ 
ble ior the United States to play 
the honored role as peacemaker 
in the world.”

But it was a strug g le no t to publicly blast the 
o fficials o n their handling o f the Viking s’ first 
to uchdo wn, o r as films will clearly indicate, the 
no n-to uchdo wn. No lan had to bite his lip and 
keepstaring do wn at the flo o r when he discussed 
this play 
with 
repo rters after the g ame at 
Candlestick Park. 


THE CONTROVERSIAL play came early in the 
g ame, sho rtly after the Viking s reco v ered the first 
o f three Vic Washing to n fumbles. The Viking s had 
the ball, seco nd do wn and eig ht y ards to g o , o n the 
49 ers’ 12 -y ard line. Quarterback Fran Tarkento n 
threw a pass which was clearly tipped by running 
back Ed Marinaro into the arms o f wide receiv er 
Jo hn Gilliam who caug ht the ball o n the two , with 
o ne knee o n the g ro und. Fo rty -niner co merback 
Ralph McGill hit Gilliam who ag ain to uched the 
g ro und with his knee, g o t up and ran into the end 
zo ne. The o fficials sig naled to uchdo wn. 
There was no t o ne rule infractio n o n the play , 
but two . First, two o ffensiv e play ers can’t to uch 
the same pass, o r it must be ruled inco mplete. 
Seco nd, when Gilliam’s knee hit the g ro und after 
co ntact was made by a defensiv e man, the play 
must be ruled dead at the po int his knee to uched 
the g ro und. 
The o fficials ruled that a 49 er defender to uched 
the ball between the time Marinaro and Gilliam 
to uched it, which wo uld indeed make it a leg al 
pass. But I searched all o v er the 49 er dressing 
ro o m y esterday to find who to uched the ball after 
Marinaro tipped it. My search pro v ed fruitless. 
“ No , I wasn’t clo se to the ball,” said McGill. “ I 
didn’t see any o ther 49 er to uch it. The o nly o ther 
g uy who wo uld hav e had a chance wo uld hav e 
been Dav e Wilco x .” 
But Wilco x , left side linebacker, said, “ Heck no , 
I wasn’t ev en that clo se to the ball. No bo dy 
to uched it after Marinaro tipped it. But what the 
hell, it do esn’t matter any mo re. We still lo st.” 
If the co rrect call had been made, it wo uld hav e 
been third and eig ht, g iv ing the Vikes just o ne 
mo re chance at a pass o r run fo r to uchdo wn. If 
that failed, they wo uld hav e had to take the field 
g o al, and that wo uld hav e been a difference o f 
fo ur po ints, the marg in o f the ev entual v icto ry . 


WIN OR LOSE, it was a v ery ex citing g ame and 
the 49 ers were fig hting all the way , and I mean to 
the v ery end. The final play o f the g ame had all 
the fans o ut o f their seats, cheering , and then 
laug hing . There was no bitterness in this kind o f 
lo ss. 
With o nly six seco nds left in the g ame and the 
49 ers try ing desperately fro m their o wn 46 , Stev e 
Spurrier passed to Ted Kwalick o n the Minneso ta 
40 and Ted immediately lateraled to Gene Wash­ 
ing to n who tried to swing do wn the rig ht sideline. 
But when his path was clo g g ed, he lateraled to 
center Fo rrest Blue who tried to g et it back to 
Kwalick but his lateral was batted by a Viking 
defender and the ball finally ro lled o ut o f bo unds 
at midfield with 2 2 play ers try ing to chase it 
do wn. 
After the g ame, Washing to n and Kwalick said it 
was a planned play “ up to a po int.” The ball was 
suppo sed to g o fro m Kwalick to Washing to n to 
to uchdo wn, but said Gene: “ When I saw tho se 
g uy s co ming up I knew I co uldn’t make it, so I 
tried to g et the ball back to so meo ne else.” The 
rest o f the play was unplanned and it came o ut 
truly hilario us. 


THE 49 ERS co uld hav e pulled this o ne o ut if it 
was no t fo r tho se two fo urth quarter interceptio ns 
by safety Paul Krause o f Spurrier passes in the 
v icinity o f Do ug Cunning ham. The Niners o ut­ 
play ed the Viking s in ev ery statistical categ hry 
but the mo st impo rtant o ne. 
While Spurrier was setting a 49 er reco rd by 
co mpleting 3 1 passes, fullback Ken Willard lo o ked 
like the Willard o f o ld, ripping thro ug h fo r 
impo rtant first do wns. 
“ It felt g o o d, but it wo uld hav e felt much better 
if we had wo n,” said Willard.

And when it was all over,

Mays only played the final 
four innings after being put in 
as a pinch-runner for Rusty 
Staub and it was a nightmare 
for him at first.

None of the 49er players, nor head coach Dick 
Nolan, wanted to officially speak their mind about 
the officiating in yesterday’s 17-13 loss to the 
Minnesota Vikings because of the gag rule im­ 
posed on such talks by NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle. 
But it was a struggle not to publicly blast the 
officials on their handling of the Vikings’ first 
touchdown, or as films will clearly indicate, the 
non-touchdown. Nolan had to bite his lip and 
keepstaring down at the floor when he discussed 
this play with 
reporters 
after the game at 
Candlestick Park. 


THE CONTROVERSIAL play came early in the 
game, shortly after the Vikings recovered the first 
of three Vic Washington fumbles. The Vikings had 
the ball, second down and eight yards to go, on the 
49ers’ 12-yard line. Quarterback Fran Tarkenton 
threw a pass which was clearly tipped by running 
back Ed Marinaro into the arms of wide receiver 
John Gilliam who caught the ball on the two, with 
one knee on the ground. Forty-niner comerback 
Ralph McGill hit Gilliam who again touched the 
ground with his knee, got up and ran into the end 
zone. The officials signaled touchdown. 
There was not one rule infraction on the play, 
but two. First, two offensive players can’t touch 
the same pass, or it must be ruled incomplete. 
Second, when Gilliam’s knee hit the ground after 
contact was made by a defensive man, the play 
must be ruled dead at the point his knee touched 
the ground. 
The officials ruled that a 49er defender touched 
the ball between the time Marinaro and Gilliam 
touched it, which would indeed make it a legal 
pass. But I searched all over the 49er dressing 
room yesterday to find who touched the ball after 
Marinaro tipped it. My search proved fruitless. 
“No, I wasn’t close to the bail,” said McGill. “ I 
didn’t see any other 49er touch it. The only other 
guy who would have had a chance would have 
been Dave Wilcox.” 
But Wilcox, left side linebacker, said, “ Heck no, 
I wasn’t even that close to the ball. Nobody 
touched it after Marinaro tipped it. But what the 
hell, it doesn’t matter anymore. We still lost.” 
If the correct call had been made, it would have 
been third and eight, giving the Vikes just one 
more chance at a pass or run for touchdown. If 
that failed, they would have had to take the field 
goal, and that would have been a difference of 
four points, the margin of the eventual victory. 


WIN OR LOSE, it was a very exciting game and 
the 49ers were fighting all the way, and I mean to 
the very end. The final play of the game had all 
the fans out of their seats, cheering, and then 
laughing. There was no bitterness in this kind of 
loss. 
With only six seconds left in the game and the 
49ers trying desperately from their own 46, Steve 
Spurrier passed to Ted Kwaiick on the Minnesota 
40 and Ted immediately lateraled to Gene Wash­ 
ington who tried to swing down the right sideline. 
But when his path was clogged, he lateraled to 
center Forrest Blue who tried to get it back to 
Kwaiick but his lateral was batted by a Viking 
defender and the ball finally rolled out of bounds 
at midfield with 22 players trying to chase it 
down. 
After the game, Washington and Kwaiick said it 
was a planned play “up to a point.” The ball was 
supposed to go from Kwaiick to Washington to 
touchdown, but said Gene: “When I saw those 
guys coming up I knew I couldn’t make it, so I 
tried to get the ball back to someone else.” The 
rest of the play was unplanned and it came out 
truly hilarious. 


THE 4BERS could have pulled this one out if it 
was not for those two fourth quarter interceptions 
by safety Paul Krause of Spurrier passes in the 
vicinity of Doug Cunningham.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Safety Suddenly 
Loses Popularity 


When a proposal is made to 
correct safety hazards on a 
particularly dangerous stretch 
of road, one would expect 
whole-hearted support from 
just about every quarter. 


Especially would one expect 
this when the stretch in ques­ 
tion was sbujected to a federal 
safety investigation two years 
ago, and that investigation re­ 
sulted in recommendation of 
the improvement now planned. 
One might expect the only out­ 
cry would be about two years’ 
delay in making the correction. 


However, what one might 
logically expect is not necessar­ 
ily true — certainly not in the 
case of Doyle Drive, the acci­ 
dent-prone approach to the 
Golden 
Gate 
Bridge 
in San 
Francisco. 


IN THE FALL of 19 70, after a 
two-car crash that killed 10 
persons 
on 
Doyle Dive, the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board instituted an investiga­ 
tion. 
That 
horrible 
crash 
brought to a head agitation that 
had been going on for years for 
correcting the ill-designed ap­ 
proach, which has never been 
improved since it was built at 
the time 
the bridge opened 
nearly 40 years ago. 
The California Division of 
Highways (now Department of 
Transportation) had been shov­ 
ing Doyle Drive improvement 
onto the “ back burner” with 
low priority, despite agitation 
by the Redwood Empire Asso­ 
ciation, California State Auto­ 
mobile Association, and others. 


The federal 
safety board's 
action got the state highway 
people moving. They came up 
with a proposal to do just what 
the federal investigator recom- 


mended: provide standard 12- 
foot traffic lanes, a solid center 
divider, and improved access 
and egress ramps. 


To prevent replacing one set 
of hazards with another, and to 
prevent a bottleneck on the 
bridge approach, the state De­ 
partment of Transportation in­ 
cluded four lanes each way in 
its proposal, instead of three as 
at present. The fourth lane is 
necessary to provide safety of 
access and egress, and to pre­ 
vent c o m m u te -tim e b o ttle ­ 
necks. To temporarily assuage 
these problems, movable cones 
now are being used which pro­ 
vide four lanes one way at 
commute times, with only two 
lanes the other. A solid barrier 
would not allow this diversion, 
but would add greatly to safety. 


BUT LO and behold! No 
sooner had the state got mov­ 
ing on the long-needed safety 
improvement than San Francis­ 
co politicians, backed by “ stop 
growth” and “ ecology” groups, 
began trying to shoot down the 
project. 


A public hearing Wednesday 
at 7 p.m. at Firem an’s Fund 
Auditorium, 3333 California 
Street, San Francisco, may de­ 
termine the fate of Doyle Drive 
— and of uncounted future au­ 
tomobile drivers and passen­ 
gers who must use that route. 


Those who put replaceable 
trees above irreplaceable hu­ 
man life will be there to pro­ 
test. So will those who put 
political advantages above hu­ 
man life. 
Those who believe in safety 
should be there, too — or look 
forward to more such horren­ 
dous crashes as that which took 
10 lives on July 11, 19 70.

Safety Suddenly 
Loses Popularity

When a proposal is made to 
correct safety hazards on a 
particularly dangerous stretch 
of road, one would expect 
whole-hearted support from 
just about every quarter. 


Especially would one expect 
this when the stretch in ques­ 
tion was sbujected to a federal 
safety investigation two years 
ago, and that investigation re­ 
sulted in recommendation of 
the improvement now planned. 
One might expect the only out­ 
cry would be about two years’ 
delay in making the correction. 


However, what one might 
logically expect is not necessar­ 
ily true — certainly not in the 
case of Doyle Drive, the acci­ 
dent-prone approach to the 
Golden Gate 
Bridge in San 
Francisco. 


IN THE FA LL of 1970, after a 
two-car crash that killed 10 
persons on Doyle Dive, the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board instituted an investiga­ 
tion.

had been going on for years for 
correcting the ill-designed ap­ 
proach, which has never been 
improved since it was built at 
the time the bridge opened 
nearly 40 years ago. 
The California Division of 
Highways inow Department of 
Transportation) had been shov­ 
ing Doyle Drive improvement 
onto the “ back burner” with 
low priority, despite agitation 
by the Redwood Empire Asso­ 
ciation, California State Auto­ 
mobile Association, and others. 


The federal safety board's 
action got the state highway 
people moving. They came up 
with a proposal to do just what 
the federal investigator recom­ 


mended: provide standard 12- 
foot traffic lanes, a solid center 
divider, and improved access 
and egress ramps. 


To prevent replacing one set 
of hazards with another, and to 
prevent a bottleneck on the 
bridge approach, the state De­ 
partment of Transportation in­ 
cluded four lanes each way in 
its proposal, instead of three as 
at present. The fourth lane is 
necessary to provide safety of 
access and egress, and to pre­ 
vent commute-time bottle­ 
necks. To temporarily assuage 
these problems, movable cones 
now are being used which pro­ 
vide four lanes one way at 
commute times, with only two 
lanes the other.

The taxeaters are out m force in 
opposition to State Proposition #1, better 
known as Governor Reagan's tax and 
expenditure limitation constitutional 
amendment. The most polite way of 
characterizing the taxeaters' attacks is to 
call them "mis-statements of fact." Per­ 
haps some opponents, like the League of 
Women Voters, are merely allowing 
themselves to be deluded. 
The most persistent argument is that 
Proposition #1 would force increases in 
local taxes, i.e., property taxes SB 90 of 
1972 put a ceiling on property tax rates 
Proposition #1 would put the same ceil 
ing in the state constitution, preventing 
the legislature from dropping this ceiling 
out of the law books sometime soon . . 
Concurrently, the taxeaters decry what 
they pretend to see as drastic cuts in 
state revenues with serious damage to 
state government services. Under Propo 
jsition #1, starting with the current state 
budget of $9 billion (round figures) and 
assuming no increase in total personal 
income next year, the state tax revenue 
limit, as established under Proposition 
#1, would be reduced about $103 million 
tor .1 per cent of the total personal 
income). If personal income should in­ 
crease. as it has been doing, there might 
be no actual dollar reduction. In addition, 
if inflation keeps on increasing, and 
population continues to increase, there 
could even be a substantial increase in 
the tax revenue limit. 
We taxpayers must not be stampeded 
by the laments of the taxeaters. This 
may be our only and last chance to get 
control of taxation and spending ...

I am not quite up to analyzing the 
economic esoterics of farming in Fill- 
more County yet But I can report that 
Bill and Laura were up long before dawn 
today, at least two hours before me 
Three of their 45 cows were off some­ 
where doing their own thing, so Laura 
started milking while Bill went to look for 
them 
Milking a herd of Holstems is not quite 
the same as a nostalgic session tugging 
on old Bosste in the bam It is hustling 
from one cow to another in their stan­ 
chions with a milking apparatus that 
looks like an electric octopus, cleaning 
this animal's udder before the milker 
falls off the one across the bam, giving 
each an application of teat dip to guard 
against mastitis, then shooing them out 
15 at a time so the next shift can come in. 


BILL IS CREW-CUT and built like a 
blocking back, and that is just the* way he 
works when h«- bumps the cows around to 
get between them, to move them in and 
out, and refills a basket of feed and 
hurnes up and down scooping it out for 
the cows while they are being milked, 
ami races out the bam door to turn one 
back when she has gone the wrong way, 
Laura, however, is an auburn haired I* 
feet-2 and 106 pounds, and she has to 
tough it out with those same cows, some 
of them weighing 1.400 pounds apiece, 
BiU says she is still afraid of them, but 
she won't admit it.

Lark s pur Firs t City To Submit 
Dev elopment For County Rev iew 


Almost two years of thinking 
and discussion finally brought 
some action last week as the 
City-County Planning Council of 
Marin approved formation of a 
countywide plan review agency. 
The review group will not be 
formed, however, until and un­ 
less the county and 11 cities 
each approve participation in 
the agency. 
The countywide agency would 
review developments and 
projects. It would have adviso­ 
ry power only in telling local 
governments whether projects 
conform to the Marin County 
General Plan. 
It should be noted that Lark­ 
spur has jumped the gun on the 
agency and has submitted the 
environmental impact report on 
the proposed Larkspur regional 
shopping center to the City- 
County Planning Council for a 
determination on its conformity 
to the county general plan’s 
land use and traffic sections. 
Largely at the urging of 
Councilman Joan L. Sestak. the 
Larkspur City Council decided 


to send the plan to CCPC after 
the shopping center’s develop­ 
ers reported they would not 
need redevelopment funds to 
build the center. 
Councilman Sestak urged that 
Larkspur would be showing a 
spirit of cooperation with coun­ 
ty agencies and its neighbors in 
seeking review on a county 
level. 
Sol S. Silver of the county 
planning department said this 
is the first time such a proposal 
has come before CCPC for re­ 
view (although other projects 
have been presented to the 
council as informational items). 
CCPC guidelines for the re­ 
view agency indicate that many 
projects such as the Larkspur 
center will be submitted for 
review in the future if the 
county and cities approve mem­ 
bership on the agency. 


What action the City-County 
Planning Council takes on the 
Larkspur center will serve as 
indication of how a countywide 
review agency might function. 


Plan For Canal Beach 
Park Will Be Studied 


New plans for the proposed 
Canal Beach Park in San Ra­ 
fael will be considered by the 
city council at 8 p.m. today in 
city hall. 
The small park is planned for 
the San Rafael Canal turning 
basin between Dominic’s Res­ 
taurant and the San Rafael 
Yacht Gub. Plans were ap­ 
proved by the city’s parks and 
recreation commission Thurs­ 
day. They feature a beach ef­ 
fect, using sand, beach grass 
and pilings. 
Councilmen also will consider 
a request by a police detective 
that the city pay for his defense 
in a lawsuit resulting from the 
Chapter voiceprint trial.

Jr. has recommended that the’ 
city not pay for the court de­ 
fense of Lt. Ernest W. Nash of 
the Michigan State Police.

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BANGKOK (UPD - Antimili­ 
tary students burned the police 
headquarters and took over 
public buildings, including hos­ 
pitals, today following the end 
of a decade of military rule 
yesterday. 
The former military premier, 
Field Marshal Thanom Kittika- 
chom, resigned his post as su­ 
preme commander of the Thai 
armed forces today and left the 
country. He resigned as prime 
minister yesterday. The deputy 
supreme commander. Field 
Marshal Prapass Charusathira, 
also resigned and left Thailand, 
the radio said. 
Yesterday, Thanom was re­ 
placed as premier by a civilian, 
Sanya Thammasak. 
The radio said a 10 p.m. 
curfew had been moved up to 8 
p.m. Military officials said the 
situation had become “ gradual­ 
ly more tense due to audacious 
acts of rebellion” and threat­ 
ened to take “ decisive mea­ 
sure” against curfew violators. 
The radio broadcast a person­ 
al appeal from Sanya asking 
citizens to stay at home. San­ 
ya's appeal said, “The students 
and his majesty’s government 
have come to an understand­ 
ing.” This was broadcast fol­ 
lowing a meeting between San­ 
ya and representatives of the

The new violence was a spill­ 
over from “ bloody Sunday’’ 
fighting between rioters and 
government forces that left as 
many as 400 persons dead by 
some estimates. King Bhumiplo 
Adulyadej told the nation 
“ hundreds of Thai people have 
been killed.” 
The new prime minister, 
Thammasak, today promised 
general elections and a new 
constitution within six months. 
But more rioting broke out. 
At police headquarters a few 
blocks from the Rajdamnem 
area that was a major scene of 
yesterday’s violence, a crowd 
estimated at about 10,000 per­ 
sons—mostly 
students—pelted 
the four-story building with 
stones and homemade Molotov 
cocktails. 
Shouting “ We have gotten rid 
of the oppressors,” they set fire 
to the building and vehicles 
parked outside, forcing their 
way through the gates by using 
a comandeered bus as a batter­ 
ing ram.

Larkspur First City To Submit 
Development For County Review 


Almost two years of thinking 
and discussion finally brought 
some action last week as the 
City County Planning Council of 
Marin approved formation of a 
countywide plan review agency.

to send the plan to CCPC after 
the shopping center’s develop­ 
ers reported they would not 
need redevelopment funds to 
build the center. 


Councilman Sestak urged that 
Larkspur would be showing a 
spirit of cooperation with coun­ 
ty agencies and its neighbors in 
seeking review on a county 
level. 


Sol S Silver of the county 
planning department said this 
is the first time such a proposal 
has come before CCPC for re­ 
view (although other projects 
have been presented to the 
council as informational itemst. 
CCPC guidelines for the re­ 
view agency indicate that many 
projects such as the Larkspur 
center will be submitted for 
review in the future if the 
county and cities approve mem­ 
bership on the agency.
